New Tension Grips 


Argentina; Police 
Charge Into Women 


Demonstrators 
Attacked 


by 
Mounted Saber- 


Wielding Officers 


Buenos Aires, Oct. 6—(AP)— 


New -tension gripped stormy Ar- 
gentina today as the result of a 
charge 
by 
revolver - wielding 


mounted policemen into a crowd 
of 500 women demonstrators last 
night. 


One woman was injured by a 


saber blow when the government 
patrolmen attacked the group as 
it sought to enter the Central 
Plaza in front of the government 
palace. - 


The women paraded to the edi- 


torial offices of La Nacion and La 
Prensa, under the leadership of 
Dr. Alicia Horeau Justo, widow 
of the founder of the Argentine 
Socialist party. They 
requested 


both newspapers to defy censor- 
ship and publish full accounts of 
conditions under the state of seige 
imposed by Col. Juan Peron, vice 
president and strongman of Ar- 
gentina. 


They also asked that news of 


sports and theater be cut down 
as a symbol of national mourning. 


Streets Kept Clear 


Three 
mounted patrols, 
each 


made up of 50 men, kept Buenos 
Aires streets clear. 


The government, which yester- 


day smashed a week-long protest 
strike of students in the nation's 
six universities, moved 
against 


further opposition last night. A 
decree was issued closing the Uni- 
X'ersity of Buenos Aires for the 
remainder of the school year. An 
official statement said the action 
was taken because the students 
"continuously participated in pol- 
itical matters foreign to their 
usual purpose". 


In Cuba. Havana University stu- 


dents voted a 21-hnur strike to 
show their solidarity with Argen- 
tine students. 


One blow against Argentina's 


militray government was struck 
by the Argentine Supreme court. 
It ruled illegal President Etiel-

Tokyo, Oct. 6 — (AP) — The 


trembling old hands of Baron Ki- 
juro Shidehara, who fought Jap- 
anese military aggression frorm 
its start, today picked up the 
reins of Japanese government— 
which he said he hopes to make 
truly liberal. 


The 73-year-old enfeebled baron 


was summoned dramatically from 
14 years of retirement, forced up- 
on him by the militarists whom 
he opposed, to become premier of 
Japan at its most critical point 
in history. 


He promised Emperor Hirohito 


to "do my best" to form a cabi- 
net that would meet with the ap- 
proval of allied occupation 
au- 


thorities. 
Ex-premier Prince Hi- 


gashi-Juni and the first post-war 
cabinet resigned en bloc yester- 
day because they were unable to 
put into effect sweeping measures 
designed to substitute democratic 
freedom- for feudalism in Japan. 


Shidehara's appointment elicit- 


ed a bare "no comment" from al- 
lied command headquarters, 
but

definite period." 


Laval, successful yesterday in 


contesting 
accusations 
that he 


plotted against France's domes- 
tic security, still faced the more 
serious charge of having had in- 
telligence with the enemy during 
the 3940 meeting of. Marshal Pe- 
tain and Adolf Hitler at Montoire. 


Laval was 
expelled 
Thursday 


from the French high court of 
justice on the first day of his 
trial but was readmitted to the 
court room yesterday and made 
a lengthy plea in his own behalf. 


The expulsion order came after 


a. heated argument between Laval, 
Prosecutor 
Andre Mornet 
and 


Mongibcaux. 


Mongibcaux attempted to ob- 


tain from Laval an answer as to 
who brought him back to power 
in tile Vichy regime in 1942 after 
Petain had ordered him arrested. 
Laval refused to answer the ques- 
tion. 


The defendant said he had first 


to answer a statement from Mor- 
ne.1, whereupon Mongibeaux inter- 
jected: "It was Abetz. 
It was 


the Germans who put you back 
in power." 
(Otto Abotz was the 


German ambassador to occupied 
France).

He indicated Russia's attitude

Soviet Foreign Commissar Mol- 


otov has not rejected the United 
States proposal for such a con- 
ference, Byrnes said in a radio 
report to the nation last night. 
He added he hopes the 
soviet 


union will agree "that the nations 
that fought the war—the world 
war—shall have a chance to make 
the peace". 


Byrnes strongly emphasized his 


belief that this means all allied 
nations directly involved—not just 
Russia. Britain and the United 
States. 


At different points in his ad- 


dress, he put it in the following 
ways: 


"At 
Berlin 
It certainly wa« 


never 
intended that the three 


powers present or the five power* 
constituting the council (of for- 
eign ministers) should take unto 
themselves the making 
of th« 


final'peace". 


Peace Not Exclusive 


At London "the American dele- 


gation took the position that, in 
an 
interdependent, 
democratle 


world, peace cannot be tho exclu- 
sive concern, of a few presently 
powerful states x x x ". 
, "The United States Is willing 
to dictate terms of peace to an 
enemy, but is not willing to dic- 
tato terms of peace to its allies". 


Byrnes disclosed that one big 


difference nt London was over rec- 
ognition of the present Bu\rariaa 
and Hungarian povernments. 


Because the United States anj 


Britain have ..ot yet recognized 
those regimes, Russia apparently 
believes they object to the friend- 
liness of the two Balkan govern* 
ments for the soviet union, Byrnei 
said. 
Ho asserted: 


"There could be no greater mi»« 


conception of o:ir attitude".

Byrnes made it plain, too, that 


anther stumbling block was Rus- 
sia's

Washington, Oct. 6 — (AP) — 
Looking after war veterans' needs 
will cost at least 
$2,607,119,250 
this year. 
That's almost 
four 
times as 
much as it cost to run the entire 
federal government in 1916. 
And the boys have jnst started 
to come home. 
Each year the cost will go up. 
New benefits will be added, more 
veterans will be entitled to pen- 
sions. 


How high is it likely to go? 
The Brookings Institution is one 
of the few 
organizations 
to at- 
tempt a partial answer. It doesn't 
hint at what the maximum may 
eventually be. 


But its economists, in trying to 
estimate postwar taxes, guessed 
that by the fiscal year 19-17-8 vet- 
erans, benefits will cost $2,889,- 
000.000. 


Officials of veterans' organiza- 
tions—such as the American Leg- 
ion, Veterans of Foreign Wars and 
Disabled 
American Veterans — 
won't make a predicion, on or off 
the record. 


They .say it all depends on: 
1. 
What congress does in the 
way of granting additional bene- 
fits. 


For 
example, 
they believe a 
bonus 
is sure to come. In their

Handicapped Are 
Profitable Help 
If Placed Right 


Handicapped workers are profit- 


able employees if placed in jobs 
for which they arc qualified. A. F. 
Heindel, manager of the United 
States Employment Service here, 
said today as Mayor Slothower 
proclaimed the week of October 7 
to 13 "Employ 
the 
Physically 


Handicapped" week in Dixon. 


Mayor Slothower's proclamation 


followed President Truman's an- 
nouncement that this week will be 
devoted to promoting employment 
for veteran and non-veteran handi- 
capped workers 
throughout 
the 


country. 


"Victory was won at the cost ot 


1.100,000 
casualties," 
Heindel 


pointed out, "650,000 
of 
whom 


were wounded. Many of these men 
and women will be returning per- 
manently disabled or handicapped. 
In addition, it has been estimated 
that 9,000,000 other Americans are 
physically handicapped , in some 
way. These men and women should 
be given a chance to work in jobs 
for which they are qualified, and 
in which they will be competent 
and profitable •workers." 


In order to achieve this goal, he 


said, it is necessary that workers 
be placed in jobs in which their 
handicaps do not interfere with 
efficient production. 


'•There are no jobs which re- 


quire every physical and mental 
ability 
to 
perform." 
Heindel 


pointed out. "A girl does not need 
both legs to be a good typist, and 
? man does not need a strong back 
to do light assembly work. Placed 
in jobs for which they have the 
necessary capacities, 
these 
so- 


called handicapped workers are no 
more handicapped than the rest of 
us." 


Some More Efficient 


In some jobs, a physical handi- 


cap has actually made an employee 
more efficient, ho added. Exam- 
ples are. some deaf workers who 
can work in noisy places without 
being disturbed, and blind inspec- 
tors and assemblers whose acute 
sense of touch has enabled them 
to work more rapidly and accur- 
ately than employees who can see. 


The United States Employment 


Service provides specially trained 
counselors 
to 
aid 
handicapped 


workers in finding jobs for which 
tbey are qualified. By matching 
the capacities 
of 
a 
physically 


handicapped worker with the re- 
quirements of a specific job, these 
counselors are able to determine 
whether he will be able to per- 
form the job or not. 


To aid in this process, USES 


staff members use two charts, the 
"Physical Demands Form,", which 
is filled out by the employer, list- 
ing physical requirements of the 
job, and the "Physical Capacities 
Report," which is prepared by the 
worker's physician and Hsts his 
ability to perform such actions as 
reaching, lifting, hearing, stoop- 
ing:, walking, etc. 


"We are urging employers to 


hire handicapped persons because 
they 
are 
capable 
workers," 


Heindel stressed. 
"The 
workers 


want a chance to make good in 
jobs they are qualified to do. They 
have proved that they are able to 
perform as efficiently 
as 
non- 


handicapped workers. That's good 
business for the employers, 
for 


the workers, and the community as 
a whole."

74, 
Christopher, today were free un- 
der $10,000 bonds each after plead- 
ing innocent to charges of "murder 
by abortion" when arraigned be- 
fore Judge Charles Randolph in 
Franklin county Circuit court.
